The authorities were unabie up to a 
late hour to learm whet words were 
spoken between husband and wife aft- 
er Judge Robertson entered his home. 
The statements of those who were near 
the house vary a@ to the exact hour, 
some declaring that it was 3 o'clock, 
and others emphatic that the first shot 
was fired at 8:30 o'clock. The couple 
Was alone in the house. 

When found Judge Robertson was 
eble to speak, but sald littie to clear 
up the mystery as to the cauge of the 
deed. Dr. 
short distance away, was called, and 
guggested that the wounded man b: 
hurried to Atlanta for an operation. 

Car Turned Inte Ambulance. 

The speedy car of R. O. Teasley, 
stripped of its body, was converted 
{nto an ambulance, and the race of 
fifty miles to Atlanta was begun. The 
car was driven by Teasley as fast 
fifty miles an hour over some stretches 
of the road. Telephone messages sent 
anead of the machine informed the 
county officers along the route of the 
mission of the machine, Reaching At- 
lanta the car caught up with the Com- 
merce tourists and wags given ae clear 
road. 

When the patient was removed from 
the car at the hospital Dr. Nicolson 
was waiting to perform fhe delicate 
operation. Teasley, the driver of the 
car, was covered with dust and was 
faint and weak from the strain of 
the terrific journey. Dr. Rusk and

Robertson to the hospital 

“Judge Robertson has made no state- 
ment except.to admit that he did the 
shooting,” Dr. Rusk stated last night. 
“Tt Gon't know what the shooting was 
about because 1 did not stop tlIong 
enough to investigate. Il was work- 
ing to save a life, and I hope we have 
succeeded.” 

Wounded Self in Two Places. 

One of the bullets, according to re- 
ports from the hospital, penetrated the 
left breast, and the other entered the 
abdomen. Both are said to be serious. 
At midnight a bulletin from the hos- 
pital contained the information that 
the patient was resting easy. 

Judge Robertson is one of the 
prominent men in Milton county. He 
was elected ordinary three years ago, 
and prior to that time he was a pros- 
perous merchant. He was married al- 
most fifteen years ago. His wife was 
@ Mies “Lola Letseon, daughter of one 
of the oldest families in Georgia. Four 
children were born to the couple. They 
are al) iiving
